For example, at col 5 {Vmt'S 26- 
i5) lidey teaches that the "HL.A preparations tecjnired' represent "rorty different HL.A 
types.. .chosen from may potential donors, each possessing a speciiic grouping of 
glycoproTein that i,s a potential target for an antibody of an iminuiiized person" {emphasis 
added). Thus, "|^i]n a preferred en^bodinK'nt, a specitle HLA glycoprotein from one 
donor is bound to a nncrotiter well . . .each ^well] contains a glycoprotein preparatiotii from 
one of forty donors"' (emphasis added). Similarly, .Applicants believe otie of skill in the 
art would mierpret Tidey s statemern. at col. 6, lines 57-61 regardmg ''[fjorty wells 
containing indiv idual HLA"' as referring to the "individuar' donor, and not ' individual" 
MHC (or HLA) molecules of tlte instant claims. In tact, the otily acttsal '"HL.A 
preparation" of Tidey is described at col. S, littes 8-l(t as having been ' obtained by 
solubilizing the HLA anttgen(s) from human platelets'' of '-lO different donors. Tidey 
neither suggests nor makes any effort to separate out the individual Hf.A molecules frotn 
the "groupmt; expressed by each donor

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CONCLUSIONS
